Louis’ best-known 
citizens at the time he concluded to re- 
move to New York. He was given a ban- 
quet and a loving cup by his brother phy- 
sicians before his departure.

QUEEN DRAGA’S MURDER > 
DUE TO “EXCESS OF ZEAL” 


The Prince of Montenegro Sends Florid 
Greeting to the “Grandson of 
George the Black’’ and 
all the Serbs. 


BELGRADE, June 18—With the receipt 
of the Czar’s telegram to King Peter, in the 
opinion of best-informed persons, natives 
and foreigners, all possibility of an inter- 
na] rising against the provisional govern- 
ment of Servia has passed. The dispatch 
has so strengthened the hands of the con- 
spirators that there is no chance whatever 
of opposition to them. Nothing is now heard 
but talk of the approaching reception of 
the new King. The municipality of Bel- 
grade is also sending a deputation to meet 
King Peter, and intends erecitng threc 
triumphal arches between the railroad sta- 
tion and the town. 

With the exception of an unusual sale 
of the copies of the telegrams exchanged 
between the Czar and King Peter and the 
King and the Servian cabinet, the aspect 
of Belgrade is absolutely normal. 

It does not seem likely that the new King 
will inhabit the old palace, which was the 
scene of the recent tragedy. Preparations 
ure belng made for his accommodation at 
the new palace. The officials explain that

The details of the new Servian constitu- 
tion are still being elaborated. It is be- 
lieved that the terms have been practically 
settled upon, though it has not been an- 
nounced whether the constitution will be a 
modification of the constitution of 1888 or 
will be an entirely new constitution, It 
is announced that a deputation of 30 per- 
sons will proceed to Vienna to meet King 
Peter on his arrival there. 

In conversation with the correspondent 
of the Associated Press, a Servian offictal, 
when asked today.why it was necessary to 
murder the Queen, said: 

‘Because so long as Draga was alive the 
question of the succession would have re- 
mained open."”’ 

When it was pointed out to the official 
that the death of the King would have re- 
moved all chances of Queen Draga’s broth- 
er succeeding to the throne, he admitted 
that perhaps the death of the Queen was 
due.to “excess of zeal.’’ The official

Sam Brown, the Pittsburg coal baron, won 
the event in 1886 and won the larges’ 
amount of wagers ever made in the his- 
tory of the race.

He was trained by John V. Rogers, who 
has recently been so successful with W. C.

The need of separate courts for juveniles and intelligen:

This man, desribed as a crook, had been convicted of steal- 
tng a diamonc. stud, Addressing the judge before sentence «as 
pursed McGee declared that his whole trouble followed from 
an offense committed when a boy. Since then the police have 
given him no rest. They had hounded him from town to 
town, given him no rest, driven him out of an honest job when 
by ‘uck he should get one, and made it impossible for him to 
become an upright man. 

Of course, it isn’t necessary to believe the story of persec:- 
ticn, which is probably exaggerated, but it is evident thai 
the fault committed when he was a boy was not wisely pun- 
fehe and was the first step in a criminal career. 

Whatever a boy’s deed may be, it has not the same moral 
gusility as if committed by a man, and the boy should get the 
credit for any difference which may appear in his favor. 
Only by recognizing and acting upon this difference can the 
boy be saved for manhood. His delinquencies are not neces- 
sarily offenses. But if they are treated as such he will soon 
live up to his reputation.

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THE REAL BUSINESS SENTIMENT. 

At the hearing on the terminal loop bill before the House 
committe on railroads President L. D. Kingsland of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association, emphasizing the necessity of puvting 
safeguards in the franchise grant. said: 

“We feel that St. Louis should be on the railroad map, 
and that it is entitled to a through bill of lading. Switch- 
ing charges should also be made definite. 

“So far as the Louisiana Purchase Exposition is concerned, 
we are all of one mind, but some of ua expect to live here 
after the Exposition,” 

Mr Kingsland’s wise remarks expressed the genuine sentiment 

of all the merchants and manufacturers of St. Louis who are 
not controlled by the Terminal Railroad combine and interests 
dependent upon it. The Manufacturers’ Association demands 
that the bridge arbitrary be merged into the tariff rate to 
St. Louis, that St. Louis be the terminal point for all ship- 
ments to St. Louis and that a uniform rate for switching 
charges be made to all points in St, Louis. 
These demands are indorsed by the great body of mer- 
chants and manufactures of St. Louis. We challenge the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Business Men’s League and the 
Board of Directors of the Merchants’ Exchange to poll their 
membership upon these issues. We challenge them to submit 
their resolutions indorsing the free gift of the property and 
franchises sought by the Terminal Railroad Association to 
meetings of their members. 


If the Charter Amendment is adopted the city of St. Louis 
can meet emergencies as they ar'se and not vo down at the 
heels and out at the elbows for want of legal power to ob- 
tain the necessities of municipal life. 
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WOMEN’S SUPERIOR SCHOLARSHIP. 
Young women are better scholars than men in co-educa- 
tional colleges. 

Such is the report from Wisconsin, Minnesota, Oberlin, 
Boston and Wheaton. Wisconsin reports that women exceed 
men in scholarship by 0 per cent. At Boston University, 
out of 16 students elected to membership in the Phi Beta 
Kappa, the sole test being scholarship, 15 were women. 

The presidents of these colleges and universities profess to 
be ignorant of the cause of this feminine superiority, aside 
from innate excellence and greater aptitude for scholarship. 
But that need not be admitted—not yet. 

it has been observed that co-educational colleges are not so 
attractive to men as the institutions where women are not 
admitted. Some of these are said to be in danger of becom- 
ing seminaries for young women. If the better-minded, more 
robust and ambitious young men avoid the co-ed college, the 
young women of course have an advantage. 

The fact alone is interesting. Occasional cases of women’s 
superiority in scholarship have been observed before, but the 
volume of testimony is unexpectedly great in these reports. 
There must be some reason for it.

| FOR THE YOUNG FOLKS 


FINDING A MERIDIAN, 

A meridian of a place means the imag- 
inary line passing through that place and 
through the center of the sun when the 
later has arrived at the arc of the circle 
which it describes daily; at that moment it 
is midday for the place im question. 

Since the position of the earth changes 
every day the sun does not reach the 
meridian each day exactly at noon; some- 
times it is in advance and sometimes it is 
late. 

Many apparatus have been constructed 
with the purpose of presenting a practical 
manner of indicating the meridian of a 
place. We owe the following method to M. 
E. Brunner: 

Upon ttle sill of a window exposed to 
the noontide sun fasten securely a little 
cup filled with mercury. Cover it with a 
small sheet of varnished metal pierced in 
the center by a tiny round opening about 
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half an inch in diameter. The lid should 
be indented so that it can be readily low- 
ered to the surface of the liquid. The win- 
dow open, the solar ray reflected by the 
bath of mercury will be projected upon 
the celling of the room. When it Is real 
noon the center of the mirror and the cen- 
ter of the reflected image are in the plane 
of the meridian. It only remains to make 
your drawing. At the moment of the pas- 
sage note at B, for example, a point cor- 
responding to the center of the image;
